Cervantes' end 
came after 
he had 
made a surprise attack south of Cru':cs 
on a detachment of engineers repairing 
the motor truck road. 
He was Leatoii 
back and pursued into the hills by the 
engineers, who had been reinforced by 
a detachment of the Seventh infantry. 


Americans Outnumbered. 


When the engagement began the ban- 
dits outnumbered the Americans two to 
one, their being twenty of them. The 
engagement lasted almost an hour with 
a hot interchange of bullets. 
Then re- 
inforcements from the Tenth infantry 
came in sight and the bandits broke for 
the hills. 


Private Georee 0. Hulitt was the hero 
of the fight. Bullets from his rifle laid 
low both of the bandits killed. 


Cervantes' home was in Namiquipa. 
He has been a thorn in the side of the 
army in northern Chihuahua ever since 
the expedition began, as he had suc- 
ceeded in avoiding persistent 
cavalry 
searches. His death probabl.y means the 
breaking up of the Villa followers in 
this section. 


Gen. Pershing was gratified over the 
latest fight, saying that there remains 
only a few scattered bands of maraud- 
ers to be hunted down. 


PREPilHSS OF

Ernest P. Bicknell Makes 
America's Need Known 
in Statement. 


New York, May 26.—Pi'oblems which 
Europe faces today in caring for the 
millions of war sufferers make plain the 
need of Red Cross prepai'edness in this 
country, declares Ernest P. Bicknell, di- 
rector 
general 
of 
the American Red 
Cross, in a statement given out today 
at Red Cross headquarters. 


"In the terrible tests of efficiency to 
which the societies of the Red Cross 
have been subjected in Europe and in 
the wasteful futility of 
uncentralized 
and uncontrolled relief agencies as ob- 
served here at home," says Mr. Bicknell, 
"is 
found a solemn warning 
to 
the 
American Red Cross of the vital import- 
ance of preparedness. 
The director gen- 
eral estimates that in the ships, ambu- 
lances and relief stations in the bellig- 
erent countrie.s no less than 500,000 Red 
Cross workers are employed. 
In 
the 
British Red Cross service alone there are 
80,000. More than 15,000,000 people, ac- 
cording to his estimate, have been made 
dependent by the war operations, while 
the areas fought over contained a pop- 
ulation of 35,000,000."

Waite's tale came when 
the witness said, in calm, conversational 
tone, "Why, I wanted those bacteria to 
kill three persons—Mr. Peck, Mrs. Peck 
and Miss Peck, the maiden aunt.

wanted them to die. 
I wanted their 
money." 


Braces Himself for Ordeal. 


Waite 
today 
appeared 
pale, 
but 
seemed to have braced himself to face 
the 
ordeal. 
His 
counsel, 
Walter R. 
Deuel, toll .Justice Sheam that he had 
only a few more questions to ask the 
dentist 
before t'^c cross 
examination 
would begin. 


"Did you ever try to kill your wife?'' 
asked Mr. Deuel. 


"No," replied Dr. Waite. 
, "Did yoir ever plan to kill her?" 


"No, never." 
"You never thought you might kill 
her?" 


"I am not sure that I would not have 
^killed her,"' said AVaite. 


Cross Examination Begins. 


Assistant District Attorney Brothers 
then began the cross examination of Dr. 
Waite. 
He first asked the 
prisoner: 
"Do you recall telling nie that you did 
not want your wife to learn of your 
relations with Mrs. Horton?" 


"No," replied Waite. 
"Waite folded his arms and smiled at 
the prosecutor as he denied having any 
conversation with Mr. Brothers in Dr. 
Waite's apartment. 
The dentist said 
he was surprised to learn that he had 
given a ring to his nurse. 


"You were faking insanity in Belle- 
vue, were you not?" asked Mr. Broth- 
ers. 


"I didn't feign in.sanity at any time," 
said Waite. 


"You faked insanity in the Tombs," 
said the prosecutor. 


Waite denied it and also denied that 
he deliberately planned a false defense 
or read books on nervous diseases. 


"You 
have 
displayed 
a 
wonderful 
memorj' for events back to your sixth 
birthday, but you have forgotten these 
recent incidents," said the prosecutor. 


"I don't remember," said Waite. 
"You don't wish to remember even 
your letter to Margaret Horton?" asked 
Mr. Brothers. 


Waite's Smile Fades. 


Waite did 
not 
answer. 
The 
smile 
gradually faded from his face and he 
seemed to become confused by the rapid 
fire of questions. 
He denied that he had 
been reading medical books, but admit- 
ted reading a -medical magazine. 
The 
witness declared he did not tell District 
Attorney Swann and Mr. Brothers while 
in Bellevue that the "man from Egj'pt" 
had killed Peck. 
He said he had asked 
Mrs. Horton if she had heard of the 
"Man from Egj'pt," but denied that he 
had otherwise spoken of such a charac- 
ter."

New York, May 26.—Declaring tiat 
the United States was rapidly becoming 
the leader among the nations of the 
world and that it was "high time for 
everyone to understand that a large ma- 
jority of the people of the United States 
will insist upon the utilization of every

Iron and Steel Institute on

"There are now confronting the peo- 
ple of this countrj'," he .said, "certain 
momentous questions. They involve life, 
liberty and happiness. 
They arc under 
discussion by the most talented writers 
and 
speakers and 
they 
are 
in 
the 
thoughts and mouths of the 'multitudes. 
It is likely opportunity will be given to 
the voters to give expressions to their 
views in the near future relating to some 
of these questions. 
The large majority 
have a friendly feeling toward business 
success, large or small, so long as it is 
decently and fairly conducted. 


"We believe thoroughly in the regula- 
tion and restraint of business in stich 
a way as to prevent harm and injury 
to the public interest; but we do not 
agree that the proper way to prevent 
harm is to destroy the agencies which 
may be and generally are utilized for 
the promotion of good. 


"The government and the 
business 
men should work in harmony with ref- 
erence to these matters. 


"If the United States is to assume 
and maintain 
the 
important 
position 
among nations that 
has 
been thrust 
upon her, she must be posseseed of the 
same elements of power and strength 
that others have. She must be prepared 
to protect her commerce on the seas. 
She must be ready to support other na- 
tions in the insistence that the ports 
of all foreign friendly nations shall re- 
main free and open to all.

The 
Holy Spirit, to avoid a rupture in the 
yet weak church, directs that Paul, 
Barnabas, Titus (Gal. 2:1) and "CT-

others" 
who 
are

named, 
should carry the question to the apos- 
tles and elders in Jerusalem. 
Those 
to whom they went were "of reputa- 
tion" (Gal. 2:2), the "pillars" Gal. 
8:9) and they received the delegation 
from Antioch in public (15:4), also 
teard Paul in private (Gal. 2:2). 


II. The Argument, 
(vv. 6-18). 
It 
will not do to be harsh in condemn- 
ing Paul's accusers. 
The Pharisees 
felt deeply their position. As God's 
chosen people they were marked by 
circumcision. Jesus, the promised Mes- 
siah, was a Jew. 
Social, religious, 
and racial differences are hard to rec- 
oncile in one church today. 
But little 
was asked of the Grentiles in contrast 
with all they received. 
Entrance to 
chwrch membership would not be too 
easy if circumcision were imposed as 
a test of their sincerity. Peter brought 
forward the plea before the council 
that God had given the Holy Spirit to 
the uncircumcized Christians, ."and put 
no difference between us and them, 
purifying their hearts by faith" ( w . 
8, 9). 
God bears the same witness 
today to those who refuse to be bound 
by Mosaic traditions as regards the 
seventh day and other such details. 
Paul's argument was that God had 
wrought signs and wonders among 
the Gentiles and thus set his seal 
upon his preaching of salvation 
as 
apart from legalistic worTcs (v. 12). 
Read in this connection Gal. 2:16, Ti- 
tus 3:20, 8:3, 10:4, and Phil. 
3:9. 
The apostle James presented the third 
Argument in connection with the ver- 
idict he pronoimced. 
It was that it 
;is according to Old Testament Scrip- 
ture that God will take a people for 
his name from among the uncircum- 
sized Gentiles as well as from among 
t h e 
law-keeping 
Jews 
(vs. 
13-17). 
•With Paul this was a vital question, 
and we can at least imagine his feel- 
ings as he puts forth a life-and-death 
struggle for the truth. 
As Peter re- 
minded the people, of the occasion 
when "the Holy Spirit came upon Cor- 
nelius and his household" he caused 
them to keep silence.

11!. A Wise Decislo« ( w . 19-29). 
It 
was James the Just, brother of our 
Lord, the writer of the epistle aiid 
the bishop overseer of the church at 
[Jerusalem, who rendered the iecision. 
In his argument 
(vs. 13-18) he 
saw 
in these Gentile converts reported by 
Barnabas and Saul a fulfillment of 
the prophecy of Amos, and to use the 
language of today he "made a mo- 
tion," viz., that these Gentiles be not 
disturbed except In such matters as 
would tend to more fully separate 
them from the heathen idolatry they 
had just left, (a) "Pollution of idols," 
i. e., flesh offered in the sacrifices (b) 
"from 
fornication," 
the 
immorality 
connected with the pagan worship of 
Aphrodite and Cybele which actually 
consecrated vide, and (c) "from things 
strangled," for the heathen did not, 
as the Jews did, look upon the blood 
as life, the seat of the soul.

The 
experience of one or two jurors holding out in a civil action in 
ifvhich the-^ remainder of their fellows are agreed as to what consti- 
tutesrjustice in the case at hand is not a new one, and not indigenous 
to Minnesota alone. We have long permitted one man on a jury, if 
ke be so inclined, to defeat the ends of justice and to entail infinite- 
ly delay and further litigation in the adjustment of differences which 
.get ;into courts. 
The five-sixths jury verdict may be cutting loose 
from old moorings, but it is one of the instances in which we should 
have cut loose,from them long ago. 


The Indianapolis park board has done a very handsome and a 
very gracious thing in voting to present to the state of Indiana a 
$65,000 i'esidence property in that city as a home for future gover- 
nors of Indiana. For the reason that formal legislative acceptance 
is necessary before the transaction can be consummated, however, 
Qdvernor Ealston will not occupy it. For a good many years it has

Useful in Time of Peace as 
Well as War, Says 
Oscar Straus. 


Washington, D. C., May 26.—Oscar S. 
Straus, former ambassador to Turkey^ 
speaking today at the first annual na- 
tional assemblage of thè League to En- 
force Peace on "Preparedness Against 
the lie-ba^barization of the World," said 
in part: 
' 


It is a mistake to believe that armies 
and navies lie useless when not engaged 
in wáK Ab a matter of fact armies and 
navies are the potential forces behind 
diplomacy when vi.tal interests are at 
stake and their potentiality is in the 
background and often the controlling 
factors in obviating the development of 
conditions that lead to war or that pro- 
ject nations into war, even at times 
against their oiwi will. 


Let us not deceive ourselves by fail- 
ing to see that this war has let loose 
throughaut the world the spirit of con- 
quest, tne hunger for territory and the 
rivalry for domination on land and sea. 
Even our efforts to maintain our neu- 
trality instead of making for us friends 
have made UB envied, distrusted, and by 
some nations hated. 
But entirely, apart 
from the menace of foreign attack, if 
we are to be an effective influence either 
now or hereafter in the promotion or 
maintenance of the peace of the world, 
the measure of our influence will cer- 
tainly not 
be in 
pro))ortion to 
our 
weakness but in proportion to our avail- 
able strength. 
It is said by some that 
to enlarge our naval and military forces 
will of itself be a provrwative of war in 
that it will prompt the spirit of mili- 
tarism. 
This is true where armainents 
are piled up for the sake of domination 
or of conquests, but armaments for de- 
fense—^^subordinated 
as 
they 
always 
must be under biir fortn of government 
to the civil power—are not the promot- 
ers of militarism but a bulwark for the" 
maintenance of -the reign of law and of 
justice and for the security of all those 
ideals which constitute the elements' of 
enlightened and progressive civilization.

BIRD POrOlATION 


IS D K S I I H E R E 


Remarkable Showing Made 
on Little Tract Near 
Washington. 


Washington, D. C., May 26.—The 
world's record for density of bird pop- 
ulation is held by a farm within ten 
miles of the national capital, near Beth- 
esda, Maryland. It is owned by Gilbert 
H. Grosvenor, the director and editor of 
the National Geographic society. 


In 1913 Mr. Grosvenor bought a farm 
of one hundred acres, half in forest and 
half in field, about four miles from the 
EHstrict of Columbia, movin^r there early 
in the spring. 


Being intercBteif in the work of the 
Audubon societies, he determined to see 
what he and his family could do to get 
birds around the home. 
He had such 
success that Dr. H. W. Henshaw, chief 
of the U. S. biological survey of the de- 
partment of agriculture, became inter- 
ested and delegated Dr. Wells W. Cooke 
to visit the Grosvenor farm. 


Dr. Cooke found so many birds there 
that he suggested a census of those liv- 
ing on an acre or two adjacent to the 
house, as he thought the count would 
establish a world's record. Up to that 
time the record was held by a family 
at Chevy Chase, Maryland, who had 
attracted thirteen pairs of birds to half 
an acre. 


Th^ prospect of establishing-a, world's 
record wag so inviting to the Grosvenor 
family that they took a census of the

male relatives," he says, "increased the

Yang Tu, Admitting His 
Failure in China, 
Resigns. 


Peking, April 20.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press)—Yanir Tu, the 
chief promoter of the society lor the 
preservation of 
peace which 
fathere^ 
the monarchical movement, has resigned 
I from the state council, and asked Yuan 
Shi-kai 
to relieve him of 
all official 
duties and permit hiiu to return to his 
native home. 
Mr. Yang, in addition to 
being a .member of the state council, 
was one of Yuan Shi-kai's secretaries 
and is president of the Hankow Im- 
provement commission. 
The revolution- 
ists have been especially bitter in their 
denunciation of Yang Tu because of his 
identification 
with 
the 
monarchical 
movement in its , very beginning. 
Al- 
though less than forty years old, Yang 
Tu has been one of the most succeBsfuI 
business men' in China. 
He made 
a 
large fortune in antimony mining 
in 
Hunan province, and has been prominent 
in politics for several years. 
Yang Tu's 
letter of resignation to the president 
follows: 


"To the great president: 
A year has 
elapsed . since I took the post of the 
state councillor. 
Though I have exerted 
iTiyself to the uttermost :n the discharge 
of my duties, yet nothing has so far 
been rendered to.the country to benefit 
"^he general situation. 
Indeed affairs of 
this world are as uncertain and' ehanoe 


able as the rolling waves of the wild 
sea. 
Clear and plain is this body \of 
mine, like the moon 
the zenith of 
the sky (for the s«n can only be used 
to signify an emperor, or the head of a 
nation). Though possessed of the talent 
and ability of Bismarck, one is bound 
to fail in trying to rule a country as 
tumultuous ai Mexico. 
Words of dis- 
approval in circulation are fearful and 
I am now in the same position as that 
of Chou Kung 
(a loyal duke of 
the 
Chou .dynasty) and my intention of re- 
turning home is not weaker th^n that 
of Mencius (who longed to* retire to his 
native place after his trying and unpro- 
ductive journey among 
the 
different 
states). 
It is therefore earnestly 
re- 
quested that I immediately be relieved 
from my present post."

makes a count in the accusation.

Indianapolis, May 26.—The park board 
voted yesterday to present the former 
Henry Kahn residence at Twenty-sev- 
enth and Pennsylvania streets to the 
state as a mansion for the governor. 
The resolution was adopted unanimously 
!)y Commissioners Rauh, Gardner and 
Sey fried at the suggestion of Mayor 
Jiell who had the plan under considera- 
tion for some time. 


Because the gift can not be trans- 
ferred to the state without legislative 
action, Governor Ralston will not occupy 
it, but nevertheless he said that he was 
heartily in favor of the plan. 
"There is no reason in the world why 
the city shouldn't present the state with 
a house or a gold mine," said the gov- 
ernor. "I will include the recommenda- 
tion in my message to the legislature. 
The move on the part of the city shows 
a remarkably fine spirit and I think that 
the state should accept so splendid a 
gift." 


The Kabn residence was purchased by 
the city at a cost of $66,000 in connec- 
tion with the boulevard work that is 
being carried on by the park board. The 
city's need was confined to the land and 
various offers were made for the beauti- 
ful house. 
Mayor Bell then conceived 
the idea of utilizing the place as a gov- 
ernor s mansion.

Washington, May 26.—^Acceptance of 
membership by the United States in a 
world court in which the joint powers 
would use their armed and economic 
forces ' to enforce its decrees in the in- 
terest of international peace was urged 
today by former President Taft before 
the League to Enforce Peace, of which 
he is president. While Mr. Taft urged 
the future formation of such a world 
court, he refrained from discussing the 
causes of the present war or the part 
this nation may play in attaining peace. 


His address was closely confined to the 
technical, legal questions involved in 
joint procedure by the United States in 
such an international tribunal. He de- 
nied that such action would ciirtail the 
power and authority of either the presi- 
dent or congress by limiting the con- 
stitutional discretion of the latter body 
to declare war. 


Explains League Patform. 


Mr. Taft explained that the league's 
platform proposes compulsory submis- 
sion to the world court of an interna- 
tional dispute not settled by «diplomatic 
negotiations ' and ;;which lu'e "justiciable 
questions." 


Referring to the so-called Bryan peace 
treaties with England and Prance Mr. 
Taft said it was argued that the arbi- 
tration stipulation in both was a dele- 
gation of the authority of the president 
and senate over our foreign relations. 
"But upon reason and authority this 
objection is unteniible," said Mr. Taft. 


Since the Jav treaty of 1794, Mr. Taft 
stated, some American nation had been 
a 
party to eighty-four 
international 
treaties, of which the United States was 
involved in two-thirds. 


"In ten of these, which were boundary 
treaties," Mr. Taft continued, "it wa.s 
never suggested that the government 
was delegating any power at all to the 
tribunal. , A submission of a judicial 
question is not a delegation of power to 
an agent—it is a submission of an issue 
to a. judge, and it is a misnomer to call 
such a submission a delegation. 


"The question whether a court has 
jurisdiction is nothing but a question of 
law. 


The senate has consented, from time 
to time, to treaties defined by language 
as treaty of submission. The last no- 
table instance and the one' which» in- 
volves a really permanent court, is^the 
advice and counsel by our senate to The 
Hague international prize court conven- 
tion', in which a permanent international 
prize court was establiahed. 


Takes luue With Bryan. 


Turning to the question of duty of a 
nation belonging to the proposed world 
court to use its army and navy if^ en- 
forcing its decrees upon other members 
should go to war in defiance of the 
court's decrees, Mr. Taft took issue with 
former Secretary of State Bryan re- 
garding Mr. Bryan's contention that a 
constitutional amendment would be nec- 
essary before the United States could 
obligate itself tp this' respect.

Stents Are S^ping to Open 
Way for President to 
^ 
Take the Step.

Washington, May 26.—On w 
about 
August 15, President Wilson' may be ex- 
pected to ,:make the first ntove looking 
toward 
intervention 
by 
the 
United 
States JEpr , the ending of the European 
war. ^This peace move may come later 
or it migHt come before tha^ tiine, but 
this date'ia a pro^ablç pnei" 


There ace various reasons for antici- 
pating this action. 
They are not only 
diplomatic and milita^, but economic 
and politicaL 
Former 
Secretary 
of 
State WilUam J. Bryan in the iatest 
number of his Commoner, has come out 
openly urging on President Wilson that 
the time i? ripe for a movement by the 
United States to bring .about peace. 
Commenting on the political aspects of 
such a movement, Mr. Bryan calls at- 
tention to the iact that President Wil- 
son was elected by a minority of the 
vote, having 6,300,000 voftes, as com- 
pared with 7,600,000 
votes cast for 
Roosevelt and Taft together. Mr. Bryan 
submits that as a matter of practical 
politics the 
votes needed by Wilson 
e'en (be secured by action which will ap- 
peal to what he calls the "peace ele- 
m~ènt" throuflrhout thé ÏJnited 
• States. 
That there is a strong peiàce element he 
proves by citing the Ford vote in, Mich- 
igan, Nebraska and Pennsylvania. 


The diplomatic phase is touched upon 
also by Col. Bryan in the statement 
that "the German government in accept- 
injor this government's position in the 
submarine controversy givee) as one of 
its reasons for doing so its unwilling- 
ness to .be responsible for esctending or 
spreading the war. It refers to the fact 
that it has twice expressed a desire to 
consider terms of peace. 
The way is 
open. Will the president take advantage 
'of the opportunity? 
Failure to secure 
peace would bring no humiliation, ^hilr 
success would be of tremendous ad- 
vantage to him politically as (^ell as a 
blessing to this country and the world 
He can at "one strike destrojii all the 
advantage the republican party now has 
and make the race on the record of a 
peacemaker. ^ Will he give voice to^the 
Avorld's 
conscience; 
to 
humanity's 
hopes?" 


Bryan is not the only one who fore- 
sees a comparatively early peace. 
For 
some time the big business 
interests 
have been hedging. Since December tho 
war brides" and munitions stocks have 
been 
going 
down, 
while 'industrials 
which would be favorably affected by 
peace have been rising. 
There are sig- 
nificant items in the news, such as thai 
about the expensive powder plant which 
the Du Font's have postponed building 
after planning 
and 
lettint» contracts. 
New munitions contracts are taken onJj' 
with strong guarantees against peace 
by fall. 


Travelers 
from 
Europe—both 
Ger- 
many and England—say that the talk 
is general in^those countries that the 
war "will end'in the fall. 
The military 
situation would point to the same con- 
clusion. The food situation in Germany 
by that time probably will be acute. In 
spite of the censor, items are already 
reaching this country 
which 
indicate 
that England's blockade, particularly the 
new submarine activity in the Baltic, 
is drawing ,more tight the line around 
the German empire and making scarce 
the food necessaries as well as muni- 
tions. 
Whether 
the 
much-talked-of 
spring drive" will ever take place is an 
unimportant question. 
The war may 
conceivably end without any general 
advance. There are reports of a general 
movement, but these reports are much 
less frequent and much less credible 
since the experience at Verdun. 
As a 
matter of fact, the deadlock is most 
favorable to peace. 
Both 
sides are 
wearying of this expensive and undecis- 
ive struggle. It has been proven to bo 
without glory and without results. 


That the Germans are willing to talk 
aeace they have openly shown, and Pres- 
dent Wilson hitherto has hesitated only 
for fear of offending the "allies. 
The 
latter have plainly indicated that they 
had not cared^in the past to have him 
make a peace move. 
Lately, however, 
this sentiment is less strong among the 
.lilies, and it is confidently predicted that 
beforç fall the allies will be quite will- 
ing to havo the president put the United 
tates in the position of a mediator be- 
tween the warring nations.

New York, May 26.—A man without 
a soul! 


That is my name for Dr. Arthur War- 
ren Waite,"'the young dentist on trial 
here on a charge of murder, the yoiing 
man who confessed that he poisoned his 
father-in-law, John E. Peck, of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., and his mother-in-law, 
Mrs. i'eck, a benign old man and 
a 
sweet old lady who loved him, and thai 
his yourig wife, who loved him, would 
have bebn his next—his object being to 
do away with the persons who stood be- 
tween himself and inheritance» of part of 
the Peck fortune. 


We have, in the year 1916, being tried 
for his life in the most modern city in 
the world, a medieval monster. In the 
courtroom I have looked upon a youthful 
"Dr. Jekyl" and felt that "Mr. Hyde' 
was lurking beneath, ready to torture or 
kill if the mood was on him. 


All through court sessions, in looks 
and bearing, this man, on trial for his 
life, is apparently not different from any, 
of the reporters who sit just behind 
him. 


There is utter lack of sophistication 
in his face and his bearing is always 
that of a young man who has been 
made niuch of. ^ 


"He is utterly irresponsible," said hi; 
aitorney, Walter Rogers Deuel, to me. 


"You know we sometimes say this of 
people who are careless or selfish, but 
we do not mean it absolutely. 
In the 
case of Waite he is as irresponsible and 
unaware of sin as a good natured^puppy. 
who would tear a beautiful plum mag;, 
bird to pieces, 
then bring the poor 
mangled creature to his master, expect;- 
ing commendation." 


Again I looked at Waite, trying t' 
make this judgment coincide with what 
I saw before me, for not a hint of thi' 
'.vas shown in his countenance or bear 
ing. 


v^^'hen jurymen were selected, Waite 
rose to liis feet jauntily, buttoned hir 
• louble-breasted coat as though it were 
an instinctive action Avith him, and with 
his arms behind him looked straight into 
the jurymen's eyes, as requested by the 
judge, seemingly with no more feeling or 
nervous re-action than would a dog ex- 
piring a pat on the back. 


Waite's brown eyes are rather small, 
his brown hair grows back from his 
forehead, which one would say was in- 
tellectual, and his cheeks are lean. 


The only weak thing about his facc 
that I could find, and I have studied 
him closely, is his under lip, which turns 
out and over like a child's. 


His upper lip he never moves as he 
speaks. 
It is drawn tightly over his 
teeth. 


It is one of the greatest characteris- 
tics in his face of lack of soul. 


Can he love? 
Yes, as animals love and leave to 
starve and die or torture and kill when 
they tire of the chase. 


He shows. physical fear, as time and 
again he looks up at the face of Jus- 
tice Shearn behind the judge's bench. 


Waite's eyes stray often toward thi? 
justice and each time his face changes 
and the muscles ripple along his thin 
cheeks as though he had set his teeth 
tight together like an animal at bay. 


Waite laughs easily, indeed. 
When 
one of the tailsman insisted that he be- 
lieved in capital punishment in this case, 
Waite laughed quite as easily as any 
one in the court room. 


"I do not believe Waite has any mem- 
ory or the power of imagination whioh 
look forward," said his attorney, "and he 
would have gotten rid of Mrs. Horton 
with as little compunction as he in- 
tended to do with his wife when he 
tired of her. 
Mrs. Horton was but an 
incident." 


Deuel told me his defense was not to 
be "compulsive 
insanity," as reports 
have stated. 


"Of course the man is defective, but 
I cannot tell you just noAv in what par- 
ticular. You know," he continued, "that 
not until the ThaAv case was paranoia 
kno%vn to the law, although it had been 
known to the medical profession for a 
long time. 


"We will, perhaps, spread 
another 
form of defective brain upon the law 
journal, before this trial is ended." 


Will we ever become as well versed 
in psychology as in physiology? 


If we were now. the prisoner's coun- 
sel could bring up in his defense the en- 
tire absence of soul in the rather at- 
tractive youthful body of Arthur War- 
ren Waite.

Holy Spirit dealt with the situation, j 
"Is a man Justified by fath, or by the | 
jworks of the law?" is a similar ques- 
tion with modern application.

Holy Spirit, to avoid a rupture in the) 
yet weak church, directs that Paul, 
Barnabas, Titus (Gal. 2:1) and "cr- 
tain others" who are not named, 
should carry the question to the apos- 
tles and- elders in Jerusalem. Those 
to whom they went were "of reputa- 
tion" (Gal. 2:2). the "pillars" Gal. 
6:9) and they received the delegation 
from Antioch ir. public (15:4), also 
heard Paul in private (Gal. 2:2). 


II. The Argument, (w. 6-18). 
It 


will not do to be harsh In condemn- 
ing Paul's accusers. The Pharisees 
felt deeply their position. As God's 
chosen people they were marked by 
circumcision. Jesus, the promised Mes- 
ilah, was a Jew. 
Social, religious, 


and racial differences are hard to rec- 
oncile in one church today. 
But little 


was asked of the Gentiles In contrast 
with all they received. Entrance to 
church membership would not be too 
easy it circumcision were imposed as 
a test of their sincerity. Peter brought 
forward the plea before the council 
that God had given the Holy Spirit to 
the uncircumcized Christians, "and put 
no difference between us and them, 
purifying their hearts by faith" (w. 
B, 9). 
God bears the same witness 


today to those who refuse to be bound 
by Mosaic traditions as regard* the 
seventh day 'and other such details. 
•Paul's argument was ..that. God had 
.•wrought signs and wonders among 
the Gentiles and .thus set his seal 
Upon his' preaching of salvation as 
apart from legalistic works t(v. 12). 
kead in this connection Gal. 2:16, Tl- 


..tus 3:20, 8:3, 10:4, and Phil. 3:9. 


;The apostle James presented the third 
Argument in connection with the.yer- 
[diet he pronounced. It was that It 
[Is according to Old Testament Scrip;.. 
'ture that God will take a. people for 
ihis name from among the uncir'cum- 
jBized Gentiles as well as from among 
jthe law-keeping Jews (vs. 
13-17). 


•With Paul this was a vital question, 
and we can at least imagine his feel- 
ings as he puts forth a life-and-death 
struggle for the truth. 'As Peter re- 
minded the people, of the occasion 
•when "the Holy Spirit came upon. Cor- 
jnelius and his household" he caused 
•them to keep silence. 
• . • 


III. A Wise Decision (w. 1949). It 


jwas James the Just, brother of our 
(Lord, the writer of the epistle a'nd 
ithe bishop overseer of the church at 
[Jerusalem, who rendered the decision. 
'in his argument (vs. 13-18) he saw 
lin these Gentile converts reported by 
{Barnabas and Saul a fulfillment of 
jthe prophecy of Amos, and to use the 
'language of today he "made a mo- 
jtion," viz., that these Gentiles be not 
Idisturbed except ia such matters as 
(would tend to more fully separate 
ithem from the heathen idolatry they 
had just left, (a) "Pollution of idols," 
i. e, flesh offered in the sacrifices (b) 
"from fornication," the immorality 
connected with the pagan worship of 
Aphrodite and Cybele which actually 
consecrated vice, and (c) "from things 
strangled," for the heathen did not, 
as the Jews did, look upon the blood 
as life, the seat of the soul. 
The 


.church readily agreed to this motion 
and took such precautions as were 
needed that no misrepresentations of 
their decision be carried back to Anti- 
]och. 
This consisted of a spirit-led 


choice of messengers and in a written 
statement of their decision (vs. 22, 23). 
: IV. The Result in Antioch (w. 30-35). 
.Great joy greeted the conclusion of 
this question!

Let us not deceive ourselves by fail-

world's record for density of bird pop- 
ulation is held by a farm within ten 
miles of the national capital, near Beth- 
esda, Maryland. It is owned by Gilbert 
H. Grosvcnor, the director and editor of 
the National Geographic society. 


In 101:1 Mr. Grosvonor bought a farm 


of one hundred acre?,-half in forest and 
half in field, about four miles from the 
District of Columbia, moving there early 
in the spring. 


Beinf; interested in the work of the 


Audubon societies, he determined to see 
what he and his family could do to get 
birds n round the home. 
He had such 


success that Dr. H. \V. Henshaw, chief 
of the U. S. biological survey of the de- 
partment of ajrriculturo, became inter- 
ested and delegated T>. Wella \V. Cooke 
to visit the Grosvenor farm. 


Dr. Cooke found so many birds there 


that lie suggested a census of those liv- 
ing on an acre or two adjacent to the 
house, as he thought the count would 
establish a world's record. Up to that 
time the record was held by a family 
at Chevy Chase, Maryland, who had 
attracted thirteen pairs of birds to half 
an acre.

Events Are Shaping to Open 


Way for President to ' 


Take the Step. 


By GUson Gardner. 


Washington, May 26.—On or about 


August 15, President Wilson may be ex- 
pected to make the first move lookin; 
toward 
intervention by 
the United 


States for the ending of the European 
war. 
This peace move may come later 


or it might come before that time, but 
thia date i* a probable one. 


There are various reasons for antici- 


pating this action. 
Thev arc not only 


diplomatic and military, but economic 
and political. 
Former 
Secretary ol 


State William -I. Bryan in the latest 
number of his Commoner, has come out 
openly urging on President Wilson that 
the time is ripe for a movement by the 
United States to bring about peac^. 
Commenting on the political aspects of 
such a movement, Mr. Bryan calls <u- 
tention to the fact that President Wil- 
son was elected by a minority of the 
vote, having 6.300,000 votes, as com- 
pared with, 7,600,000 
votes cast for 


Roosevelt and Taft together. Mr. Bryan 
submits that as a matter of practical 
politics the votes needed by Wilson 
can be secured by action which will in- 
peal to what he calls the ''peace- ele- 
ment'1 throughout the United 
Sti 


That there is a strong peace element lie 
proves by citing the Ford vote in Mich- 
igan, Nebraska and Pennsylvania. 


The diplomatic phase is touched upon 


also by Col. Bryan in the statement 
that "the Herman government in accept- 
ing this government's position in the 
submarine controversy gives a? one of 
its reasons for doine so its unwilling- 
ness to be Responsible for extending or 
spreading the war. Tt refers to the fact 
that it has twiee expressed a desire to 
consider terms of pence. 
The way i? 


open. Will the president take advantage 
of the opportunity? 
Failure to secure 


peace would bring nn humiliation, while 
success would be of tremendous ad- 
vantage to him politically as well as a 
blessing to this country and the world. 
He can at one strike destroy all the 
advantage the republican party now has 
and make the race on the record of a 
peacemaker. 
Will he give voice to the 


world's 
conscience; 
to 
humanity'? 


hopes?" 


Bryan is not the only one who fore- 


sees a comparatively early peace. For 
some time the big business interests 
have been hedging. Since December the 
"war brides" and munitions stocks have

nificant items in the news, such as that,, 
about the cxnensive powder plant which

Travelers 
from 
Europe—both

many and England—say that the talk 
is general, in those countries that the 
war will end in the fall.

In 
spite of the censor, items are already 
reaching this country 
which indicate 


that England's blockade, particularly the 
new siibmarine activity in the Baltic, 
is drawing more tight the line around 
the German empire and making scarce 
the ?or>d necessaries as well as muni- 
tions. 
Whether 
the 
much-talked-nf 


"spring drive" will ever take place is an 
unimportant 
question. 
The war may 


conceivably end without any general 
advance. Therc are reports of a general 
movement, but these reports are much 
less frequent and much less credible 
since the experience at Verdun. 
As n 


matter of fact, the deadlock is most 
favorable to peace. 
Both 
sides are 


wearying of this expensive and undecis- 
ive struggle. It has been proven to be 
without clory and without results. 


That the Germans are willing to talk 


peace they have openly shown, and Pres- 
ident Wilson hitherto has hesitated only 
for fear of offending the allies. 
The 


latter have plainly indicated that they 
had not cared in the past to have him 
:nake a neace move. Lately, however,
